Whether a doing the greater things of the law is acceptable, 
where the leſle are negleed? when it is faid, will have mery,

Sacrifice ; onely hereby is declared, that God prefersthat before 
this, which is true unto: this day , God requires to ſpeake the 
truth, and do the truth in all things, to do unto all men, as 
a: man would be done unto-, to love God with all- our heart, . 
and our neghbour - as our ſelves; &c.. But hence will nor 
follow an abolition of all inſtitute Worſhip, conſiſtingin the uſe - 
of ſuch Ordinances which Chriſt hath appointed, and which were - 
in uſe amons the Saints in the primitive times : God indeed,pre-- 
ters the former before this, bur til requires us to mind,accord- - 
 1ng to that of Chriſt : Theſe things ye ought to havedone, and. 
not to leavethe other-undone... , ON On
